PASTOR CHARGED

Kerosene-soaked rags 
were found stuffed in the organ.

Police and fire officials finally 
agreed it was caused by the de- 
tonation of perchloric acid, an 
extremely unstable substance kept 
under pressure in refrigeration 
because at room temperature it 
is a seething, heavy liquid. How 
the acid was set off remained a 
mystery. 

(The United Press said Fire 
Prevention Chief Earl H. Rich- 
ardson reported there was a 
breakdown in the plant refrigera- 
tion system only an hour. earlier.) 

Richardson said the acid was 
“an unstable acid that requires 
refrigeration and was used in the 
company’s electroplating plant.” 

“After the blast, I talked with 
one of the workers who told me 
that there had been some work 
done on a six-by-four-by-five-foot 
steel tank in which the perchloric 
acid was used to plate aluminum

Contradiction in Statements

Falsehood by One Side or Other

Board. Both are on record, before the Senate Labor Committee. 
What they gay cannot be reconciled. 


A week ago in these reports of 
hearings before the committee, the 
Post-Dispatch quoted testimony of 
Earl Reed of the Pittsburgh law 
firm, Thorp, Bostwick, Reed & 
Armstrong. 

Reed charged a conspiracy be- 
tween the CIO United Steel Work- 
ers and the National Labor Re- 
lations Board to deprive an inde- 
pendent union of Weirton em- 
ployes from recognition under the 
Wagner Act. 


Testimony From Both Sides. 


What he said so thoroughly dis- 
credited the NLRB that a commit- 
tee rmnember, Senator Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, asked that a transcript of 
his testimony be delivered to the 
NLRB with a request that it reply 
to the charges, 

That was done. The committee 
had yesterday not only the NLRB 
response, but the testimony of Ed- 
ward A. Ross, president of the 
Weirton Independent Union, Inc. 
He is a roller in one of the Weir- 
ton plants. 

Ross asked, and was accorded, 
the privilege of reading his state- 
ment without interruption by ques- 
tions from committee members, It 
was a well-phrased statement 
which did credit to a laboring man 
who never got beyond high school 
and took a job in a steel mill when 
he was a boy of 18. 

The importance of this testi- 
mony about the Weirton problem 
is likely to obscure some signifi- 
cant expressions by representa- 
tives of other independent unions 
—that is, unions not affiliated 
with either the CIO or the AFL. 

Ross's statement was limited to 
the situation at Weirton and, word 
for word, he backed up the testi- 
mony heard last week from the 
company’s lawyer. 

NLRB Response Not Read. 

As Ross testified only three of 
the 13 committee members were 
present and none of the three is 
ranked as sympathetic with the 
aims of the major labor federa- 
tions—CIO and AFL. The three. 
were Chairman Taft (Rep:), Ohio; 
Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, 
and Senator Ellender (Dem.), 
Louisiana, 

In this circumstance, there was 
virtually no cross-examination of 
the witness. What he said stands 
in the record. Controverting por- 
tions of it was a bulky document 
—the NLRB reply to charges made 
earlier by the Weirton company’s 
attorney and reinforced yesterday 
by Ross's testimony. But the 
NLRB response was not read. Sen- 
ator Taft simply handed it to the 
stenographer and instructed him 
to make it part of the record, 
when the record finally is printed. 

The narrative will retufn ulti- 
mately to the Weirton dispute, but 
for the moment will digress to 
what some other spokesmen for 
independent unions had to say. 


Testimony of Independents, 

In sum, they recognized, as lead- 
ers of the CIO and AFL had not 
when they appeared, that Congress 
must respond to public opinion by 
amending existing labor legisla- 
tion to equalize the bargaining po- 
sition of employers and unions; 
to protect the public interest, and 
to seek an end to industrial strife 
which interferes with production. 

But they asked, too, that Con-| 
gress stop short of wrecking the 
labor movement, and thought 
some of the many bills pending 
would do just that. 

These witnesses were Edward 
G. Wilms, chairman of the New 
Jersey Independent unions, J. A. 
Beirne, chairman of the National 
Federation of Telephone Workers, 
and Robert H. Keys, president of 
the Foremen’s Association of 
America. 

Sin and Secondary, Boycotts. 

Eliender barked at’ Beirne: “I 
suppose you are against jurisdic- 
tional strikes?” 

“Well. Senator,” Beirne § fe- 
sponded gently, “I'm against sin.” 

“And secondary boycotts?” the 
Louisiana Senator persisted, They, 
Beirne replied, were the same sort 
of sin. 

Ellender was under the impres- 
sion that the telephone workers 
had given an ultimatum to their 
employerg that they would strike 
next April unless their demands 
for a 10-paint improvement in 
their wages and working condi- 
tions were met. 

Beirne attempted to explain that 
the question was quite the re 
verse-——the telephone workers had 
sought last November to negoti- 
ate with thelr employers and had 
pledged that they would not even 
consider striking until April. 
When that deadline comes around, 
he eaid, it will require new ac- 
tion by his union to decide wheth- 
er to strike. 

The flood of labor bills in this 
Congress, Beirne said, had _ in- 
fluenced adversely the course of 
negotiations, because’ telephone 
companies “quite naturally” are 
waiting to see what Congress may 
do about therm. 

A nationwide telephone strike 
would be, of course, one of those 
strikes which cripple the coun- 
try's economy and it is strikes of 
this sort that have given the labor 
committee its biggest headache. 

Granted that they cannot be 
tolerated, there remains the quea- 
tion of how they can be prevented 

by legal measures. 

Eliender accused Beirne of pro- 


posing no solution to this problem, 
but Beirne maintained he did. The 


said, would tend to eliminate 
these crises—and in the statement 
he never had a chance to read, 
he suggested something more con- 
crete. It spproximated the solv- 
tion proposed by Prof. Sumner 
Schlichter of Harvard University 
in an article the Post-Dispatch 
published last Jan. 26. 

“If public. utility workers are 
to be denied the right to strike 
because of the nature of their 
employment,” Beirne’s statement 
read, “such employes should be 
granted compensatory rights or 
advantages which will produce se- 
curity of organization, maximum 
rates of pay, minimum hours of

| conditions.” 

f and when the telephone com- 
pany negotiations come to the 
point at which neither party can 
agree, Beirne said, he, as presi- 
dent of the union, would favor ar- 
bitration rather than striking, but 
he emphasized that the decision 
would be made not by him, but 
by the membership of his union. 
In large measure, the detailed 
criticism of pending labor’ laws 
presented by Beirne paralleled 
that offered by Wilms, represent- 
ing 85 unions in New Jersey with 
250,000 members. 

Wilms’s Testimony. 


“Let me state at the outset,” 
said Wilms, “that all is not cor- 
rect on the labor front. America 
should have great concern about 
some of the acts of those who 
claim they are representing Amer- 
ican labor.” 
He went on to say that there 
were two sides to the story — 
management as well as labor 
should share the blame for the 
current tension in their relation- 
ships. 

._He found much to commend in 
pending bills to curb the powers 
of labor unions, and much to con- 
demn. Adoption of some legisla- 
tion along the lines of that pro- 
posed would help, he said, but 
“passage of the majority of bills 
now pending before your com- 
mittee would be the spark that 
ignites a campaign to spread the 
flames of communism among the 
legitimate and responsible labor 
unions.” 

‘Wha. Wilms seemed to be driv- 
ing at was that unless organized 
labor gets to exercise, within 
reasonable limits, its capacities for 
improving the lot of the average 
man, the country is in danger of 
a commt-ist attempt to utilize 
the conditions that may result as 
an excuse for fomenting trouble. 

On Foremen’s Unions. 
Keys, the Foremen’s Associa- 
tion president, addressed himself 
to the sole question of uhioniza- 
tion of foremen in organizations 
not affiliated with rank-and-file 
workers. The argument against 
permitting foremen to bargain 
under the Wagner Act is that 
they represent management and 
can’t be on both sides of the bar- 
gaining table. 

To this Keys replied that in 
late years sO many powers have 
been taken by industry fro.r fore- 
men that they afe not as they 
once were the bosses. He drew a 
line between those maragement 
representatives who make policy 
and those who administer it. 

His organization, he said, ac- 
cepts as members only those who 
administer policies determined by 
soraeone ‘vho rank higher than 
foremen.

SECOND LEADER

Emory Burke, Head of 
Band, Receives Three 
Years for Usurping Po- 
lice Powers in Goergia. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 21 (AP)— 
Emory Burke, president of the 
Columbians, was sentenced today 
to three years in prison for usurp- 
ing police powers jn direction of 
his Negro-hating, Jew-baiting or- 
ganization. . 

Superior (Circuit) Court Judge 
Carl Crow imposed the sentence 
after a jury returned guilty ver- 
dicts last night on three couhts 
of an indictment. The court or- 
dered Burke to serve 12 months 
on each of the three counts, the 
sentences to run consecutively. 

Counsel immediately entered a 
motion for a new trial, 

Burke, a 31-year-old railroad 
draftsman, stood motionless as 
the sentence was pronounced, His 
wife voluntarily stood by his side. 

Judge Crow, in a brief lecture 
that preceded the sentencing, told 
Burke: 

“We live under a government of 
constitutional law, constitutional 


person is to obey all the laws.” 
The Judge added that the evi- 
dence had shown Burke's activ- 
ities “contrary to our form of gov- 
ernment and our way of life.” 
The indictment alleged Burke 
usurped police powers in having 


his organization patrol white resi-

Burke was the second Colum- 
bian within a week to be sen- 
tenced on charges in connection 
with alleged terrorist activities 
against Negroes last fall. 

Homer L. Loomis Jr., executive 
secretary of the organization 
pledged to maintenance of abso- 
lute white supremacy in America, 
Was found guilty Saturday of a 
charge of riot. He was sentenced 
to 12 months in a public works 
camp and is free on $2000 bond 
pending an appeal hearing May 1.

“And that’s a socialized econ- 
omy,” Ball ‘said. “It’s socialism 
pure and simple.” 

“That’s not 
ing at all,” Reuther replied. 

Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio, de- 
clared that what “we all want is 
lower prices, and you're not going 
to get them by raising wages 
again.” , 

Reuther said wages must be in- 
creased to balance the 
price-profit equation.” 
profits now are highest in history 
whereas wages “in terms of their 
purchasing power” have been de- 
clining steadily since the war end- 
d 


Taft said the way to balance 
things is to let industry bring 
prices down. 

“How Long Must Worker Wait?” 
. “But how long must the Amer- 
ican worker wait?” Reuther 
asked, as he exchanged heated re- 
marks with committee members. 

Taft suggested the discussion 
of economic ratios was “irrele- 
vant” to the subject before the 
committee, an investigation into 
the best means to curb strikes 
and insure peace in labor-man- 
agement relations, 

Reuther urged that Congress 
pass legislation to increase min- 
imum wages, provide for health 
and greater social security insur- 
ance, and for a comprehensive 


“If you do these things you'll 
get to the problem quicker than 
anything else you can do.” 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louisi- 
aria, reminded Reuther he had 
told the committee last year that 
his union would not press for 
wage increases if the automobile 
industry had to increase prices. 
Ellefider said the industry had 
to increase prices recently, yet 
the union is asking for more 
wages, 

Reuther, standing, wagged a 
finger at Ellender’and maintained 
that the industry used a ‘“polit- 
ical club” over OPA to push 
through price increases. 

Warns of Conflict. 
Reuther said enactment of pro- 
posed labor legislation “inevit- 
ably” will cause “industrial con- 
flict.” .He said wages had de- 
preciated to a point below that 
required to provide automobile 
workers with “a decent living.” 

Reuther said the average auto- 
mobile worker, despite a “sub- 
stantial increase in cash wages,” 
today earns “six cents an hour 
less in terms of buying power 
than he did in 1940.” 

He explained the average week- 
ly wage seven years ago in the 
auto industry was $35.76, while

Senate Group Likely to 
Favor Reformatory 
Plan Suggested by 
Donnelly After Tour of 
Institutions.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Feb, 21— 
The groundwork for moderniza- 
tion of the State Reformatory 
system was laid yesterday with 
completion of rc preliminary study 
which strongly indicated the 
feasibility of Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly's plan for segrating young 
boys with good chances of re- 
habilitation from hardened youths 
with established criminal tenden- 
cies. 

The epecial Senate Investigat- 
ing Committee wound up its tour 
of three training schools with an 
inspection of the Industrial Home 
for Girle at Chillicothe. The legis- 
lators found this institution has 
uhused facilities which could be 
renovated for use by inmates of 
the Industrial Home for Negro 
gitis at Tipton. 

There are only 28 girls at Tip- 
ton. Their transfer to Chillicothe, 
as suggested by the Governor, 
would make the modern plant at 
Tipton available for use by about 
190 children now being exposed 
to corruption by older inmates in 
the Training School for Boys at 
Boonville. 

Two Buildings Can't Be Used. 

There are six so-called cottages 
at Chillicothe, but two of these, 
Marmaduke and Folk Cottages, 
are in such disrepair they cannot 
be used to house inmates. Marma- 
duke, which dates back to 1889, 
might well be torn down, but 
Folk has distinct possibilities and 
could be put in condition to house 
the girls from Tipton, the legis- 
lators observed. 

When erected about 1905, Folk 
was intended to house 34 Negro 
girls, but the townspeople objected, 
and the supervisory board, which 
was then partly state and partly 
local, gave in. Consolidation of the 
Chillicothe and Tipton institutions 
would not necessarily mean the 
end of segregation, it was pointed 
out by Mrs. Lena R. Smithson, 
superintendent at Chillicothe. 

“I am convinced that, after the 
first six months, the Tipton girls 
would be assimilated here,” she 
said. 

Town Helps Training School. 

The town of Chillicothe harbors 
little or no antipathy to the train- 
ing school; on the contrary, the 
people go out of their way to lend 
a helping hand. The girls are in- 
vited to high school plays and oth- 
er entertainments, and the Ritz 
Theater admits them every Tues- 
day afternoon for a charge of only 
10 cents to cover tax. 

Going downtown to the movie is 
® privilege which must be earned 
by good behavior. It is an eagerly 
awaited treat, and the girls dress 
up for it. They are not branded 
by uniforms, and only the. fact 
that they travel in a group under 
supervision serves to indicate 
their identity as inmates. The 
school seeks to avoid standardiza- 
tion and to develop the worthwhile 
in each individual, Inmates enjoy 
privacy in their rooms and ex- 
press their individuality in mat- 
ters of dress. 

Girls from 7 to 20 years may be 
committed to the institution, which 
now has a population of 127 as 
compared to normal capacity of 
about 210. It has accommodated 
as many as 341. Many of the girls 
come from undesirable homes or 
have nowhere at all to go when 
released. One inmate, an orphan 
of 15, has declined parole and re- 
mains at Chillicothe because she 
has nowhere to ¢o. 

Work Detail for Girls. 

Each girl has a morning and 
afternoon detail, One is practical 
in nature, such as cooking, house- 
keeping, milking, poultry care, 
gardening or laundry work, and 
the other is devoted to academic 
education or vocational training. 
Lack of a high school is keenly 
felt, and the administration hopes 
to be able to obtain teachers for 
this work. Vocational courses 
include sewing, bookkeeping, 
shorthand, typewriting and beauty 
culture leading to a state license. 

The superintendent is a remark- 
able woman whose personality and 
incisive thinking can be detected 
in virtually every phase of the 
school's many activities. A widow 
and mother of a 16-year-old boy, 
she has a degree in economics and 
is a member of the bar. She was 
Gean of the Chillicothe Business 
College before accepting the super- 
intendency two years ago. 

The Chillicothe institution has 
no segregation problem, she ex- 
piained, because its girls do not 
keep coming back. “I believe we 
have only one repeater,” she said 

Mrs. Smithson is proud of the 
school’s rehabilitation achieve- 
ments. 

“My only frustration is with re- 
gard to placement of the girls 
after they leave,” she said. “We 
manage to help some get located, 
but there should be agencies to 
do much more along thfe line.”

He broke down and wept, how- 
ever, when he spoke to members 
of his family following the ver- 
dict. The case was the first mur- 
der case in. St. Louis county in 
which women jurors participated. 
The jury was composed of eight 
men and four women. 

On direct examination Carenza 
denied having been in Manchester, 
on Highway 50, the night of April 
6 when Kopp was beaten to death 
in his store and robbed of $71. 
Carenza, who is 30 years old, said 
he took his-}-year-old daughter to 
a motion picture show that night. 
He admitted, however, owing a 
pearl-handled revolver, which was 
found in his home at 2124A (rear) 
Marconi street. State Highway 
Patrolmen said blood was on the 
revolver, 

Another defendant in the case, 
Sebastian Tomorchio, who entered 
a plea of guilty of second degree 
murder Tuesday, testified that 
Carenza beat Kopp on the head 
and that both of them robbed him.

NEW YORK, Feb. 21. 
OMETIMES I wonder what 
has happened to the religious 
groups of this country that all 
of a sudden they must bring rep- 
resentatives from Germany over 
here. First, the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica brought over Pastor Martin 
Niemoeller. Now a group of the 
Catholic clergy are sending Cardi- 
nal von Preysing of Berlin around 
the country, 

I am not questioning the high 

character of these gentlemen nor 
their value to their churches and 
to their country. I am simply 
wondering if our people are aware 
of the fact that, when we bring 
these gentlemen here, they natu- 
rally create sympathy for Germany 
-——a country which twice - has 
plunged the world into war. 
It seems to me that we ought 
to know ourselves well enough to 
realize that we as a nation for- 
get wars and their causes very 
quickly. We bear no grudges. But 
this time, if we do not want an- 
other war, we must remember 
long enough not to allow the Ger- 
man nation again to reach a posi 
tion where it can .cause another 
war, 

We have no bitterness, we are 
not making the Germans suffer. 
What comes to them now is a 
direct result of their initiative in 
creating the second world war, 
We are willing to see them re- 
build their economy, and we will 
do business with them just so 
long as they don't get back to the 
point where they can prepare for 
another war. We must be alert 
to prevent that, and we must not 
be lulled into a too sympathetic 
and uncritical attitude by visits of 
worthy German gentlemen.

WORST BOXCAR SHORTAGE 
IN 20 YEARS HITS INDUSTRY

Industries in many sections of 
the country reported actual or 
threatened curtailment of produc- 
tion today because of the worst 
shortage of box cars in 20 years. 
Flour mills especially were. hard 
hit, a survey showed. 

Mills at Buffalo, N. Y., which 
normally grind about 10 per cent 
of the nation’s flour, reported out- 
put reduced as much as 30 to 40 
per cent, with a total loss of 100,- 
000,000 pounds or two weeks of 
production since last fall. 

The country’s largest soft-wheat 
mill, the National Milling Co. at 
Toledo, O., closed at noon Thurs- 
day and a 10 to 30 per cent reduc- 
tion was effected at other mills in 
the area. Thirteen elevators in the 
Macon-Sangamon county area of 
central Illinois were closed tem- 
porarily. At Chicago the Board of 
Trade said a check of 13 elevators 
there showed unfil‘ed orders of 
5850 boxcars for grain shipment 
east.

Points to End of UNRRA 
March 31 and Urges

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
President Truman asked Con- 
gress today to vote $350,000,000 for 
relief to people of liberated coun- 
tries abroad. 


In a message to Congress, the 
President noted that full scale 
supply operations by UNRRA are 
rapidly drawing to a close, and 
said: 

“On humanitarian grounds, and 
in the light of our own aself- 
interest as well, we must not leave 
the task unfinished. We can not 
abandon the peoples still in need.” 

UNRRA—the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration—is scheduled to wind up 
its operations March 31, although 
winding up activities under way 
will continue beyond that date. 

Truman's recommendation was 
only for MIiberated countries. 
United States relief activities in 
occupied countries, such as Ger- 
many and Austria, are financed 
by the War Department from its 
appropriations, 

White House aids said that for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover 
has not yet reported to Truman 
on his investigation looking to 
long-term plans for rehabilitation 
of occupied areas. 

Favors Direct Control. 

There have been complaints in 
Congress about UNRRA’s admin- 
istration methods. Some lawmak- 
ers contend its services have been 
used to support governments unco- 
operative with the United States. 

The President made no refer- 
ence to this, but recommended 
that future United States relief 
assistance be given directly rather 
than through an international or- 
ganization, and “be administered 
under United States control.” 

Truman said the money he asks 
is designed “for the urgent re- 
lief needs for the balance of the 
year.”

Result of-Removal of Restric- 
tions on Use of Cer- 
tain Grains. 


Beer production at some brew- 
eries here is expected to increase 
sharply in the next month or two 
following. the removal of restric- 
tions on certain grains announced 
vesterday. Beginning March 1, 
the Agriculture Department said, 
corn, barley and certain other 
grains and their products will be 
available in unlimited quantities. 
Wheat and rice restrictions will 
continue. 

Production will go up 25 to 30 
per cent at Griesedieck Western 
Breweries of Belleville, Tl, John 
W. Morris, brewmaster and‘ vice 
president in charge of productian, 
said today. An adjustment period 
of 30 to 60 days might be re- 
quired to effect the increase, he 
said. 

No immediate effect will be 
seen at Anheuser-Busch, Inc. a 
spokesman said today, in view of 
the large brewery’s storage facil- 
ities, now running at capacity. 

Shortages of bottles from man- 
ufacturing sources will slow the 
production increase at the Griese- 
dieck Brothers brewery, 1920 
Shenandoah avenue. Ferdinand

Corn, barley and the other brew- 
ing grains other than wheat and 
rice and their products have been 
limited since last Dec. 1 to the 
quantities used in the correspond- 
ing quota periods beginning in 
1945.

‘Doctor, Holding Similar Of- 
fice in Illinois, to Succeed 
Dr. Ruth Allen. 


_ Appointment of Dr. Cecil A. Z, 
‘Sharp, Health Officer of Will 
| county, Iilinois, as St, Louis Coun- 
ity Health Commissioner, effective 
April 1, was announced today by 


the County Court. He will suc- 
ceed Dr. Ruth I, Allen, acting 
Commissioner, who will return to 
her former job as director of ma- 
ternal and infant hygiene. 

Dr. Sharp, a native of Carlyle, 
Ill., is 38 years old and a medical 
graduate of the University of 
Geneva, Switzerland.

He 
interned at St, Louis County and 
Missouri Pacific hospitals in 1933-

HOUSE GROUP 
VOTES 10 OUTLAW 
PORTAL CLAIMS 


Would Permit ‘Good 
Faith’ Defense by Em- 
ployers — Senate Com- 
mittee Fails to Agree. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
The House Judiciary Committee 
approved today a measure outlaw- 
ing practically all portal-to-portal 
pay claims. 

The bill would also let employers 
advance as a defense against 
claims the contention that they 
They could 


offer it in controversies involving 
the Wage-Hour Act, the Walsh- 
Healy and the Bacon-Davis Acts: 
The Walsh-Healey and Bacon- 
Davis Acts establish working 
standards which must be observed 
on Government contracts. 

The burden of proof in claiming 
“good faith” would rest with the 
employer. 

Chairman Michener (Rep.), 
Michigan, said the committee ap- 
proved the bill “by a very large 
majority.” Questioned further, he 
said there was not a formal yote 
—"‘not even a show of hands.” He 
said that ,under present plans, the 
measure is scheduled to reach the 
tloor for action next Thursday: 

Two Parts of Bill, 

Representative Gwynne (Rep.), 
Iowa, said the House bill is di- 
vided into two rts. 

The first would prohibit court 
action for recovery of pay in 
cases where there was no formal 
or implied agreement between em- 
ployer and employe for such pay. 
Gwynne said this would wipe out 
the portal pay claims except in 
those cases in which there has 
been an agreement, 

The second part would apply to 
“all suits” which can be brought 
under the three acts and would 
outlaw any suit unless brought 
within a year after the alleged 
violation occurred, This was qual- 
ified to some degree by a clause 
which would allow an employe to 
file suit for alleged past violations 
within six months after the new 
act became law. 

The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee met separately on its own ver- 
sion of a measure to bar portal 
pay claims, but failed to take final 
action. Members indicated ques- 
tions had arisen concerning the 
constituti@nality of some terms of 
the meastre. 

Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West 
Virginia, told reporters that some 
members of the Senate committee 
are concerned. that the measure 
drafted for it by a subcommittee 
might bar “fully legitimate” 


claims, 
Senate Bill. 


The Senate bill deals only with 
the portal issue except for a sug- 
gested three-year limit for filing a 
wage claim of any description un- 
der the act. The law now has no 
statute of limitations. 

It is understood the committee 
had been asked to write in protec- 
tion for portal suits of a “legiti- 
mate” character and to redraft 
some other parts of the bill. 

The Senate measure, accompa- 
nied by a 48page report based on 
lengthy hearings and 1800 pages 
of evidence, came out of the sub- 
committee with the unanimous 
support of Chairman Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri; Senator East- 
land (Dem.), Mississippi, and 
Cooper.

Dakota, . 


Jim McCord 
signed an act outlawing the closed 
shop. The act becomes effective 
immediately but does not affect 
existing contracts, Closed shop 
contracts now in effect cannot be 
renewed, 

The measure, on which legisla- 
tive action was completed this 


week, makes it illegal for a per- 
son to be denied employment be- 
cause of membership in a union 
or for non-membership. The law 
provides a fine of from $100 to 
$500 and a jail sentence of up to 
12 months for violaters, 


Gov. Ben Laney of Arkansas 
signed a bill Wednesday to make 
effective the constitutional amend- 
ment adopted by the people of his 
state in 1944, Arizona, Nebraska, 
South Dakota and Florida are the 
others with similar amendments. 

The Arkansas measure provides 
for fines of $100 to $500 and up 
to 12 months in prison for viola- 
tion. An attempt to pass similar 
legislation in the 1945 Legislature 
was defeated. 

Labor’s answers to these moves 
to curb its powers have included 
court fights and strikes. Many 
current wage contracts include a 
closed shop, which prevents an 
employer from hiring other than 
union members. 

Two Court Actions Filed. 

In Arizona, both forms of attack 
are being used, The AFL and the 
Arizona State Federation of Labor 
have filed two court actions chal- 
lenging the legal sufficiency of 
signatures on the petitions that 
placed the amendment on the bal- 
lot, and a check of signatures is 
being made, 


Meanwhile, four bills to imple- 
ment the amendment are pending 
in the Arizona Legislature. 

The first court case to test 
validity of the Nebraska Amend- 
ment, adopted in 1946, was filed 
Feb. 19 in Lincoln by the AFL, 
the Nebraska Federation of La- 
bor, and the Lincoln Federal La- 
bor Union. They charge that the 
Northwestern Iron & Metal Co. of 
Lincoln refused to discharge an 
employe after he was suspended 
from the union for non-payment 
of dues, under. terms of the 1946 
closed shop contract between the 
union and company. The employe 
and the state are named defend-

BERLIN, Feb. 21 (AP)—Gen.

Once a German kingdom, Prus- 
sia later became the largest and 
most important state In the Reich. 
By the efforts of Otto von Bis- 
marck it became the cornerstone 
of a unified Germany in about 
1870 and remained so until it was 
split from the rest of Germany by 
the Polish corridor after World 
War I. Later it was an integral

McNarney said the control coun- 
cil’s co-ordinating committee was 
instructed to outline the Prussian 
law yesterday after Marshal Vas- 
sily Sokolovsky announced that 
Russia agreed with American and

council’s report on Germany for 
the four-power foreign ministers’ 
meeting at Moscow next month, 
In connection with that report, 
McNarney said “stgnificant prog- 
ress has been made the last few 
days and many agreements 
reached.”

Russian Gov- 
ernment finances include many 
items which, in the United States, 
are handled by private capital. 
Russia's estimated expenditures 
would total about $70,075,000,000 at 
the “official” rate; or $30,950,000,- 
000 at the “diplomatic” rate. 


(President Truman's budget for 
the fiscal year starting July 1, 
now under scrutiny in Congress, 
calls for appropriations of $37,500,- 
000,000. Of this about $11,200,000,-

House Committee Members to 
Urge Speedy Action. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
Members of the House Armed 
Services Committee today prom- 
ised speedy action on Army pro- 
posals for changing the articles 
of war to meet criticism that mili- 
tary justice is loaded against en-

require that sessions of general, 
special and summary courts- 
martial be open, except for spe- 
cial reasons, and that the attend- 
ance of spectators be encourged. 

Amendments to the articles will 
be proposed to make qualified en- 
listed men eligible to serve on 
general and special courts-mar- 
tial. All members of courts- 
martial would be senior to the 
accused person in military rank 
and enlisted members would be 
from units other than those to 
which the accused is assigned. 

To satisfy the criticism that 
courts often have been dominated 
by commanding officers, the War 
Department will amend the 
manual of the courts-martial and 
proposed ah amendment to the 
Articles of War to declare it un- 
lawful for any person to attempt 
to influence the action of a mili- 
tary court 

The manual will be amended 
expressly to prohibit reprimand 
of a court-martial or any o7 its 
members with respect to action 
taken and eliminate the present 
authorization for reviewing au- 
thorities to send letters to mem- 
bers of courts advising them of 
non-concurrence. . 

The judge advocate general's 
department is to be enelarged 
through appointment or detail of 
officers ‘with legal education and 
training, and an effort will be 
made to supply adequate numbers 
of competent clerks and reporters. 

Discretionary Power. 

An amendment to the articles 
will be proposed to give discretion- 
ary power to the judge advocate 
general, upon application by ac- 
cused persons, to grant new trials 
and set aside sentences. It would 
be necessary to make such appll- 
cation within one year after final 
disposition on initial appellate re-| 
view, and only one application for 
reopening a case would be per- 
mitted, 

Another amendment will pro- 
pose clarification of Article of 
War 22 with the object of as- 
suring the defense equal oppor- 
tunity with the prosecution to 
summon witnesses. 

Another would make discretion 
ary in war and peace the punish- 
ment of an officer for being 
drunk on duty. 

At present, in time of war, the 
officer must be dismissed, The 
purpose of the amendment would 
be to fit the punishment to the 
circumstances of the offense. 

‘On Legal Counsel. 
Proposed amendments would 
make a jurisdictional requirement 
that the law members of general 
courte-martial be members of the 
Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment of trained lawyers designated 
by the J.A.G., and that law mem- 
bers be present at the trials. It 
would be required that when the 
trial judge advocate at a detense| J 
court-martial is a lawyer, defense 
counsel also must be a lawyer. 
Other proposed amendments 
would place final judicial review 
of all general court-martial cases 
in the Judge Advocate General's 
Department. The judge advocate 
general would be given authority 
to establish appellate agencies to 
assist him. The J.A.G, would have 
broad powers, some of which 
would. be exercised under the 
Secretary of War, but he could 
not order a death sentence exe- 
cuted without confirmation by the 
President of the United States. 
Additional amendments would 
require that appointing and re- 
viewing authorities provide direct 
communication with their ataff 
judge advocates; would vest the 
J.A.G. with authority to assign 
officers; would require him or his 
senior staff members to make 
frequent field inspection trips, and 
would authorize special and gen- 
eral courts-martial to assess as 
punishment bad conduct  dis- 
charges as distinct from dishonor- 
able discharges. 

Status of Officers, 

Several changes and amend- 
ments would alter the status of 
officers. One amendment would 
remove the limitation of the trial 
of officers by special courts-mar- 
tial to permit appropriate punish- 
ment for minor offenses, Another 
would authorize fines by com- 
manding officers to a maximum 
of one-half of each month's pay 
for three months for al) officers 
below the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, 
An amendment would authorize 
general courts-martial tb impose 
on officers punishment involving 
loss of commission and reduction 
to the ranks. 
The manual for courts-martial 
will be amended to* enforce 
strictly the requirement that 
charges be referred for trial only 
after thorough investigation by 
trained officers. An amendment 
will be proposed to forbid ex- 
pressly céercion in procurement 
of admissions and confessions. 
Other amendments would pro- 
vide maximum limitations on pun- 
ishments in war and in peace and 
would eliminate the present man- 
datory punishment of death or life 
imprisonment on conviction of 
criminal assault. 
There were other changes and 
amendments proposed in seven 
categories dealing with minor or 
technical phrases of the subjects, 
including proposals for the repeal 
of two obsolete articles of war. 

Some Points Rejected, 
Patterson noted in a statement 
that the War Department had dis- 
approved either in whole or in 
part, some of the Bar Association 
Committee’s recommendations. 
While the committee recom- 
mended that general and special 
courts-martial be appointed by the 
Judge Advocate General or by his 
delegates who would act as re- 
viewing authorities independently 
of the normal command authority, 
the War Department thought the 
“ends of military justice” would 
better be served if appointment 
and initial review were left in 
the chain of command. Other 
proposed changes, it was thought, 
would minimize objections in this 
respect,

for educational institutions, Sny- 
der said. 

“Large American governmental 
appropriations for this purpose 
clearly are not in prospect,” he 
said, “Whatever is done must be 
done through voluntary effort.” 

He urged the educators to un- 
dertake projects on their campuses 
to aid their foreign colleagues. He 
told of arrangements to ship books 
and periodicals through the Li- 
brary of Congress, and said many 
colleges are arranging to send 
laboratory, medical, dental, engi- 
neering and agricultural education 
equipment which is obsolete in 
this country, but much in demand 
abroad. 

Other material needs, Snyder 
said, include such simple supplies 
as pencils, pens, paper and ink. 

Inflation has brought teachers 
in Europe and Asia to a serious 
‘| plight, the speaker reported, “In 
some countries a professor's sal- 
ary for a month is barely enough 
to purchase a pair of good shoes,” 
Snyder said, “Many instances of 
malnutrition among professors 
and students have been reported. 
The next few months are critical 
in several countries, particularly 
in Central Europe, and I urge that 
American educators consider send- 
ing CARE food packages to their 
European colleagues.” 

The youth of the world and 
their teachers “are looking to 
America with a desperate earnest- 
ness which we dare not ignore,” 
Snyder asserted. “Enlightened 
self interest demands that we give 
attention to the reclaiming of the 
lost generation Europe and 
Asia, which, if it is to remain un- 
guided, impoverished, lacking in 
educational opportunity and em- 
bittered, may well become recep- 
tive once more to authoritarian 
leadership. By helping them to- 
day, we may make it unnecessary 
for our youth to face them on the 
battlefield tomorrow.” 

B6th Snyder and Col. John W. 
Andrews, personal representative 
of Veterans Administrator Gen. 
Omar Bradley, urged that as many 
faculty members as possible visit 
schools abroad in order to increase 
understanding between other na- 
tions and ourselves. Both urged 
that, despite crowded American 
colleges, room be made for sizable 
numbers of foreign students to 
study here. 

“Unfortunately, many of the 
general‘ public believe in leaving 
the building of a lasting peace to 
the statesmen at the various con- 
ference tables,” Col. Andrews said. 
“You and I know that peace for 
mankind today cannot be made 
there. Peace can only be made in 
the thinking of mankind. 

“If permanent peace is to be 
attained, the peoples of the world 
must work earnestly for it, The 
one common denominator which 
can promote peace is education. 
We must learn that our welfare 
is closely inked with the welfare 
of every other human being on 
éarth.”

U.S. Party Visits Old Antarctic 
Camp of Britain’s Explorer Scott 


Tins of Biscuits and Still-Frozen Mutton 


Found at Site on 


McMurdo Sound. 


Ice Barrier Near

ABOARD THE.U.8S. MOUNT 
OLYMPUS, ‘Feb. 20 (Delayed) 
(INS)—The 45-year-old camp of 
Capt. Robert Scott, England's pre- 
mier polar explorer, was inspected 
today by an American surveying 
party. 

On a snow-swept barrier near 
McMurdo Sound, the Americans 
paid tribute to Britain’s sea dead 
before the Vinces Cross, the mon- 
ument which Scott had erected 
before he perished from starvation 
on a trek back to his base from 
the South Pole itself. 

The American party led by R. 
Adm. Richard H, Cruzen saw re- 
mains of Scott’s first poral en- 
campments and equipment, some 
of which was still usable. 

The encampment site was still 
visible although it was covered by 
years. of snow and ice .ormations. 

One piece of equipment was put 
into service again. 

Scott, first visited the Antarctic 
in 1902. His fatal expedition to 
the ‘Pole was in 1912, 

Navy Correspondent John Lee 
reported that two separate recon- 
naissance trips were made into the 
McMurdo area, one by plane and 
one by special shore-landing party. 

_ Located in Helicopter. 

Scott’s first camp site at Hut 
Point was located by Cruzen in 
a helicopter and later a “beach- 
head” was established on Cape 
Armitage. 

From Armitage a 15-man party 
slogged over the snow to the old 
polar bivouac, 

‘Boxes marked “National Antarc- 
tic Expedition” were uncovered at 
Scott’s old camp site. A number 
of tins of biscuits and still-frozen 
mutton carcasses were also found 
buried in the natural refrigeratora. 

The buildings which housed 
miembers of the expedition led by 
the intrepid English explore. were 
found intact but sealed. No at- 
tempt was made to enter. 

‘Cape Armitage was disclosed to 
be almost entirely made up of 
lava formations, punctuated by 
rugged peaks, which almost cer- 
tainly were formed from hot 
liquid subterraneous excretion. 

Meanwhile, Capt. Robert 5S. 


eastern task group is in the grip 
of a full gale as it steams around 
the tip of Palmer peninsula en 
route to the Weddell Area. 

His report gave the first indi- 
cation that Capt. George Dufek’'s 
force is converging on Weddell, 
which R.. Adm. Richard E, Byrd 
regards as the possible site of the 
most important geographic dis- 
covery to be made by this expe- 
dition. 

May Find 7th Continent. 

If weather permits and Dufek 
can operate, Byrd believes.there is 
the likelihood of discovering that 
the Weddell Sea splits the Ant- 
arctic somewhere through James 
Ellsworth Land, creating the 
world’s seventh continent. 

Cruzen said he might start to- 
night or early tomorrow for Little 
America to be prepared for im- 
mediate evacuation of the base 
there when weather and ice condi- 
tions demanded, 

Meanwhile, two Navy transports 
made long exploratory missions 
far to the southwest of Little 
America into Victoria Land today, 
seeking a clearer picture of that 
area of mountains and high pla- 
teaus. 

The two planes landed at Little 
America late in the day after 
flights lasting 10 hours for one 
plane and 11 for the other, 

The expedition’s only “trail 
party,” which had crawled 245 
miles in caterpillar-tracked “alli- 
gators,” returned to Little Amer- 
ica yesterday after a seven-day 
trip into the Rockefeller moun- 
tains, where they left a gasoline 
and food cache near Mt, Helen 
Washington after locating a site 
for emergency airplane landings 
in that vicinity. 

Found Food Cache, 

The party located a perfectly- 
preserved food and fuel cache left 
on Mt, Franklin near Mt. Wash- 
ington by a geological party dur- 
ing the 1939-41 expedition, and 
found a_ single-engined Fokker 
Universal airplane which was 
abandoned by the 1929 expedition 


after the wind wrecked it on the 
ground. 

The icebreaker Northwind, tow- 
ing the crippled transport Mer 
rick, reported it expected to ar- 
rive at Dunedin, New Zealand,

GREENVILLE, S§&.C., Feb. 21 
(AP)—With 29 Greenville taxicab 
drivers and two other men held in 
jail, Sheriff R. H. Bearden re- 
ported today that officers had ob- 
tained statements from 26 of them 
admitting participation jn the 
lynching of a 24-year-old Negro 
near here Monday. 
Still others are sought for ques- 
tioning, he said, adding that he 
had a list of 57 ndmes, including 
those held. Some of them appar- 
ently accompanied the mob as on- 
lookers, he said. 

(The United Press quoted au-’ 
thorities as saying “full confes- 
sions” had been given by about 
80 men involved in the lynching.) 

Meantime, Dr. James A, Dom- 
browski, administrator of the 
Southern Conference fgr Human 
Welfare, announced here that he 
had asked Attorney General Tom 
Clark to order a federal grand 
jury investigation of the mob 
death of Willie Earle. 

Dombrowski said he telegraphed 
Clark that “the evidence strongly 
suggests the violation of federal 
civil rights statutes.” 

In Columbia, Gov. J. Strom 
Thurmond said he would ask At- 
torney General John M. Daniel to 
assist in the trial, which, he de- 
clared, “ought to be strongly 
prosecuted.”

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Charges Army Has Made a Mess 
Of Running Military Government 


In Germany; ‘Triumph of Snafu’ 


Former Major Who Was a Political Adviser 
Asserts Many of Officers and Men As- 
signed to Reich Are Not Competent to Do 


Work or Even Interested.

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HE United States Army has made a mess of setting up and run- 
ning military government in Germany. Many of the officers and 
men assigned to the Reich are not competent to do their work, 


or even interested in it. And, for a time, the only enlisted men made 
available for military government were psychoneurotics. . . . These 
are some of the charges made against United States military govern- 
ment in Germany by Harold Zink, professor of political science at 
De Pauw University, Greencastle, Ind., in an article published in the 
American Political Science Review. ce : 


The Army's organizatior. in Ger- 
many has been a triumph of snafu, 
Prof. Zink charges. The top com- 
mand has had only partial contro) 
over lower units and hasn't even 
known what the lower units were 
doing a good deal of the time, he 
says; and Army group and Army 
headquarters have actually for- 
bidden supreme headquarters even 
to send officers into their areas. 
The Army as a whole has been 
“politically immature.” 

. Professor’s Background. 

Prof.’ Zink served as a major de- 
tailed to the general staff corps in 
1943-1945. He was assigned to the 
“German country unit” at swu- 
preme headquarters and was & 
member of the board of editors of 
the “Handbook for Military Gov- 
ernment in Germany.” 

He was also a consultant on the 
reorganization of the German 
government and served as execu- 
tive officer of the political divi- 
sion of the United States group, 
Control] Council for Germany, the 
organization set up by the Army 
before V-E day to plan and pre- 
pare for the postwar occupation 
and government of the Reich, 

Too few military government of- 
ficers commissioned in the United 
States knew much about the coun- 
tries they were to administer, 
Zink charges—and some of them 
cared less. 

“For the most part,” combat 
officers assigned to military gov- 
ernment duties after V-E day also 
“lacked both expert knowledge 
and keen interest.” 

“The stress during the early 
months of the war was naturally 
on combat activities, with the re- 
sult that the abler generals and 
full colonels were usually assigned 
to such military units,” Zink 
writes. 

Officers Sought Posts, 


“After V-E day, an increasing 
number of high-ranking officers 
became available for military gov- 
ernment duties, and large num- 
bers sought eagerly to receive 
such assignments in the European 
theater. 

“However, with few exceptions, 
these officers fad (only) frag- 
mentary and vague knowledge 
of military government, though 
because of their rank they took 
over the key positions, especially 
in the planning and staff agen- 
cies. 

“Some were anxious to learn 
all they could about the job to 
be done, but many ignored what 
had been achieved over a_ period 
of more thah a year (of advance 
planning and preparation) and 
exerted little effort to acquire a 
full knowledge of the problem? 

Moreover, “there was a dispo- 
sition to assign three or four of 
these officers to a single actual 
job to be done,” and there was a 
“rapid turnover in their assign- 
ments.” he asserts, and this 
“added to the complications.” 

Enlisted personnel] for military 
government also, as well as offi- 
cers, should have special qualifi- 
cations and training if they are 
to do their work properly, Prof. 
Zink says, But “it was usually 
necessary to take any men that 
the replacement depots would 
deign to furnish. At one period 
only psychoneurotics were avail- 
able.” 

Influential Officers as Core. 

“Armies more or less ignored 
the work to be performed and 
built their organizations around 
influential officers,” according to 
Prof. Zink, 

“Though responsible for sep- 
arate German ministries of great 
importance, the education and re- 
ligious affairs subdivisions (of 
military government) were never 
given more than nominal recogni- 
tion and usually found themselves 
mere appendages of other less 
important subdivisions dealing 
with communications, public 
health and the like... . 

“It was not only difficult for 
these agencies to plan effectively 
for the administration of Ger- 
many, but it was not easy to 
collaborate with one another be- 
cause of divergent structures. 

“Another serious consequence 
» . . was lack of stability, 
“With high brass coming and 
going, the organization tended to 
change frequently. 

“Thus ... there was, to begin 
with, no subdivision dealing with 
regional) and local government and 
civil service. 

“When such a division was 
finally authorized, ip was first 
placed under a subdivision known 
as Internal Affairs and Communi- 
cations. 

“A little later it was made a 
peparate functional division to 
make a place for a general who 
had arrived, 

“After a few months, the gen- 
eral departed and thia subdivision 
was abolished as a separate divi- 
sion and combined with communi- 
cations, 

“And after a period of marking 
time, it was re-established as a 
ranking division.” 

Long-Term View Lacking. 

Most military government per- 
sonnel in Germany were interested 
from the outset only in the imme- 


diate situation—if that, Prof. Zink 
believes. They cared little for the 
long-term future of United States 
policy and of the German problem. 

“Some were so anxious to re- 
turn to their homes and businesses 
that they found no time to devote 
to any other problem, however im- 
portant,” he says. 

“Others became so disillusioned 
as a result of their military gov- 
ernment experience that they 
could not muster sufficient hope 
to justify any attention to the 
task of the reconstruction of Ger- 
many. 

“Perhaps the. largest number 
conceived of military government 
as very largely, if not entirely, 
restricted to making emergency 
repairs on water systems, clearing 
away the debris from the main 
streets and maintaining law and 
order for the time being. 


“The latter were inclined to be 
impatient of any planning for the 
democratization of Germany.” 


Cites “Political Immaturity.” 


From the top down, the Army 
has been “politically immature,” 
Prof, Zink asserts, 

“Experience in the European 
theater revealed quite clearly the 
comparative lack of political con- 
sciousness on the part of even the 
carefully selected and technically 
competent American military gov- 
ernment personnel,” he writes, 


“From the deputy military gov- 
ernor down through the district 
governors, and on to the rank and 
file of staff and detachment offi- 
cers and men, it was not uncom- 
mon for problems to be considered 
with little or no reference to their 
political implicatidns, 

“The commanding general for 
the United States group, Control 
Council for Germany, wearied of 
seeing the numerous — streets, 
parks and other public places 
bearing the names of Hitler, Bis- 
marck, Frederick the Great and 
other German public figures of 
the past, and without consulting 
his staff, issued an order that a 
directive be drafted forbidding the 
use, not only of National Socialist 
names, but of all names associ- 
ated in German history with na- 
tionalism. 

“Snap judgments of this sort 
were made rather frequently, with 
little or no reference to political 
consequences.” 

There have been many struggles 
for power and conflicts among 
different units, Prof, Zink says, 

In the military government divi- 
sion at supreme headquarters, 
“the legal and financial subdivi- 
sions felt entitled to commanding 
influence, to the extent of dictat- 
ing the policies and plans, not 
only of their own fields but in 
such matters as regional and local 
government, civil service and pub- 
lic safety,” he writes. 

The quarrels among the Amer- 
ican units were so violent at times 
that each United States unit often 
found it could get along better 
with the corresponding British 
unit than it could with the other 
Americans, Lower units have 
more or less ignored erders from 
above. 

“Directives issued by the 
theater commander were redrafted 
by the Army groups and the 
armies, supposedly with no change 
in content, but actually dften 
with important modifications,” 
Zink declares, 

“Thus, at one time three differ- 
ent de-Nazification policies were 
being followed by various military 
government detachments in the 
American zone in Germany be- 
cause of three divergent directives 
coming from levels below the 
theater. 


Information Lacking. 


“The unwillingness on the part 
of the Army group and armies 
to surrender their prerogdAtives 
had far-reaching manifestations. 

“During a considerable period 
both before and after V-E day, 
it was almost impossible for the 
United States Group,

oints to Agreements, 

Cadogan did not analyze the 
Soviet document submitted Tues- 
day which abruptly changed the 
complexion of negotiations for in- 
ternational atom control, until 
now virtually deadlocked by 
United States and Soviet Union 
disputes. He pointed out that al- 
though serious differences still 
exist, equally vital agreements 
have been reached, 

“The Security Council now has 
the opportunity of making a val- 
uable contribution by opening the 
door to more positive constructive 
work towards peace and security 
in the world,” he began, 

Special attention of the dele- 
gates was directed by Cadogan to 
emphasis placed by the commis- 
sion on chapters of the report en- 
titled: “Findings,” and “Recom- 
mendations.” It' was to these key 
sections that Andrei A, Gromyko 
directed Soviet amendments. 
Therein rests “the wide area of 
agreement which now appears pos- 
sible,” the United Kingdom repre- 
sentative continued. 

“The statement by the represen- 
tative of the Soviet Unfon was 
especially useful for... . it focuses 
our attention on the most impor- 
tant parts of the report, and while 
it brings out sharply the matters 
on which there is still some differ- 
ence of opinion, it appears to indi- 
cate that there is a large field on 
which we now seem to be agreed,” 
Cadogan said, 

: Hopes for Accord. 

“A comparison of the Soviet 
amendments and additions with 
the report suggests that it should 
be possible to obtain unanimous 
agreement in the Security Council 
on what are perhaps the chief con- 
clusions of the Atomic Wnergy 
Commission: 

“That it is technologically feas- 
ible to control atomic energy to 
the extent necessary to ensure 
its use only for peaceful pur- 
poses; 

“That for control] to be effec- 
tive it must be international, and 
must be vested in a single inter- 
national agency;

NCE the biggest gunmaker in the world, a frail specter of a 
man lies more helpless than an infant in a forester’s cottage 
His hands move weakly, but his body is inert.

At 76, Gustav Krupp von Bohlen 
und Halbach is completely un- 
aware of the ignominious end of 
Germany's greatest industrial 
dynasty. 

“Sometimes I thank God that 
he has been spared all knowledge 
of our tragedy,” said Bertha 
Krupp, 60, whose name was used 
for the mammoth artillery piece 
that shelled Paris in World War I. 

Frau Krupp, whose great-grand- 
father founded the rupp steel 
works in 1812, admits no feeling 
of remorse over the fateful role 
of her family in history. 

“We were Germans,” she said, 
“and we fulfilled what we consid- 
ered to be our duty to the father- 
land.” 

Concerned for Son, 

But she expressed concern for 
her eldest son, Alfred, whorn the 
American war crimes prosecution 
at Nuernberg intends to try this 
year in his father's stead, ~* 


Frau on subsists on Aa 
monthly gratuity of 500 schillings 
($50) which she received from a 
former German colonel appointed 
by American authorities to man- 
age her sequestered 42,000-acre es- 
tate in the Austrian mountains. 

Bluehnbach castle, with 45 pala- 
tian rooms, was once the property 
of Archduke Franz Ferdinand, 
whose assassination in 1914 pre- 
cipitated the first World War. It 
passed into Krupp hands two 
years later. 3 

Krupp and his wife, bringing 
only a handbag or two of country 
clothes, came here from the Ruhr 
in 10944 The American Army, 
tuning’ the castle into an officer's 
rest camp, moved them into the 
forester’s cottage last year. Five 
hundred schillings of charity, said 
Frau Krupp, aren't nearly enough 
to pay expenses. A 67-year-old 
nurse and a 59-year-old chauffeur 
have stayed on without salary. 

Two Sons Killed in War. 

Two of the five Krupp sons 
were killed in the war, a third, 
Nerthold, is living on a farm in 
the United States zone of Ger- 
many, and a fourth, Harald, is 
believed held by the Russian 
Army in a prisoner of war camp 
at Frankfurt-on-Oder. 

Frau Krupp said she had no 
idea whether any of the Krupp 
fortune eventually would be re- 
turned to the family, “but it 
seems hopeless.” i 
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Her husband has been in a virtual 
coma for more than two years, A 
report by an Allied medical mis- 
sion that he was suffering from 
senile deterioration of the brain 
saved him from joining Hermann 
Goering in the prisoners’ dock 
at Nuernberg in November 1945. 
“He was always very righteous 
in his feelings,” Frau Krupp said. 
“He could not have stood the in- 
justices of such a proceeding.” 
Frau Krupp expressed sym- 
pathy for Hjalmar Schacht and 
Franz von Papen, “because. one 
trial would seer to be enough in 
any man’s life—now they must 
endure another one. 

“We knew Schacht very well, 
and I found him a very nice man, 
indeed, When I was 12 years old, 
I was taught to waltz at a Dues- 
seldorf party by a dashing young 
lieutenant.

The 
group held that “Christians must 
be actuated more largely by a 
service motive than a. profit 
motive,” and further affirmed that 
“in fields where the present forms 
of ownership are difficult to regu- 
late for the common welfare, con- 
sideration should be given to 
further experimentation in the 
forms of private, co-operative and 
public ownership.” 

Position in Economic Sphere. 

From the standpoint of issues of 
controversy, the group’s greatest 
interest was manifested in its 
position with regard to the re- 
sponsibility of the church in the 
economic sphere. . 


The group held that the church 
in its consideration of economic 
factors such as work, production, 
property, wages, profits, prices 
and economic organization should 
apply as its first principle the 
maxim: “Each person under God 
has a right and a duty to take his 
share in the world’s work, and 
to work at jobs which will enable 
him to fulfill the true purposes of 
labor, and the responsibility to 
provide opportunity to work rests 
with all segments of our society.” 


For more than an hour the dele- 
gates debated the wording of this 
maxim. Among the numerous 
amendent attempts there were two 
that would have in effect placed 
the conference on record as oppos- 
ing the closed shop. Both amend- 
ments were defeated, with about 
20 delegates favoring the first 
amendment attempt and 35 favor- 
ing the second. CIO and AFI,

A Teacher’s Day and Night 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It has ‘always been my policy to re- 
@pect the work of others and to make 
mo comparison between the arduousness 
of their efforts and mine, The letter of 
Office Worker, however, merits a reply. 
The misconception that a_ teacher's 
working day is from 8:30 until 3:30 is, 
I fear, a prevalent one. 

Without malice, I wish to point out 
that no teacher can confine her work 
to these limits. I do not even find it 
possible to leave the building at that 
time. What Office Worker does not 
know is that there is enough clerical 


‘work in every school building to keep — 


at least one full-time secretary busy. 
There is no such secretary. Each teacher 
_ shares in the record work of the build- 
ing, attendance reports, book records; 
museum reports; records of transfers, 
admissions and withdrawals, etc. 

In addition to these, each teacher has 
record work of which only she can take 
care, report cards, keeping of cumula- 
tive records of each child, scoring and 
evaluating of standardized tests, etc. 
This cannot be done during school 
hours, 

- There is no such thing as mass teach- 

ing. Teaching must be individual, and 
the preparation for that teaching and 
the evaluation of its results must be 
done at home. In my last class the IQs 
varied from 51 to 136. The need for in- 
- dividual treatment is obvious. 

At present I am handling 45 children 
of two school grades, After-school hours 
frequently bring ‘with them guidance 
and counseling problems. 

I want to call attention, too, to Office 
Worker's statement that top office sala- 
ries are $1800-$1900. Recently I met 
two of my former pupils, They are ex- 
actly the same age as a young teacher 
in my school. They did not spend four 
years in college as she did. One of them 
told me that at the end of four years 
in one job she was making $2600. The 
other, who works in a bank, is making 
$2100. She told me that she and her 
fellow-workers had compared their sal- 
aries with those of teachers of the same 
age, and found that theira were higher. 
The young teacher in our school is mak- 
ing $1700, and she has only recently been 
elevated to that amount. 

What seems to me most important is 
that it is a poor plan for one group of 
workers to try to hold down the wages 
I would not quarrel 
with Office Worker if she contended 
‘that her group was underpaid, but try- 
ing to keep another group down does 
not increase the money in her pay en- 
velope. If Office Worker wants to join 
with others in bringing up her wages, 
I'm all for her. 

Office Worker should save her envy. 
Teachers occasionally cast envious 
giances at those whose evenings are 


their own,

Do Ye Even So 


It's a sorry thing when man’s brotherhood 
must be emphasized by*special observance. Com- 
mon humanity should be so deep in our bones 
that no one would ever think of it. But the 
world is not so, so there may be just reason for 
a special “week,” just as though the unity of 
peqple were something li eating cauliflower. 

Deeds of common brot#erhood make head- 
lines, for brotherhoodtis in a bad way. Jew- 
haters and Negro-haters and Jap-haters dare 
to raise their hoarse voices again. 
of Christianity, religious factions intrigue and 
snipe at one another. Demagogues create scape- 
goats and find admirers. Workers and employ- 
ers and farmers exchange bitter recrimination. 
Every kind of pressure group seeks to gain ad- 
vantage over the others, collectively riding herd 
on a great people. A Jeremiah would have a 
field day in the United States, A.D. 1947. 

And yet, five short years ago, we had the 
strongest sense of community this nation has 
ever known. We knew that disunion might mean 
a man named Hitler. We were still united two 
years ago, when the Battle of the Bulge was 
fresh and we began to discover the sight and 
smell of Hitler’s concentration camps. We were 
united in war. With peace, with the unfolding 
opportunity to build a brave and brighter world, 
we fell to quarreling. Brotherhood fed on ad- 
versity and starved on prosperity. Is it not an 
instructive spectacle? 

Surely a more senseless thing could not be. 
For want of the will to understand our common 
problem, disaster has come to us repeatedly. 
For want of a sense of world community, two 
great wars were fought in our lifetime—wars, 
let us not forget, for which we Americans bear 
a heavy portion of guilt even though our sins 
were mainly of omission. 

“Whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them.” That is Christian 
doctrine, and more. It is the central pillar of 
moral law if modern society is to survive with- 
out a ruling tyrant. Without the Golden Rule, 
civilization must become a gadgeted jungle in 
which plants bear poisoned spears of joblessness 
and beasts have atomic teeth. 

Always we are tempted to condone our own 
breaches because we are “in the majority.” That 
is the wickedest fallacy, and our very law rules 
it out. The law protects minorities not only for 
“humanitarian” reasons, but mostly because 
every one of us, in some time or matter, is in a 
minority. Majority without restraint is a mob 
destroying dissenters, then splitting and destroy- 
ing its own members until all are lost or a man 
with a whip establishes order, Was it for this 
that the ingenious human brain was contrived? 

In its province the law protects us passably 
well from tyranny toward one another, but law 
held in contempt cannot thrive. And while law 
may protect elementary rights, Anglo-American 
Jaw wisely leaves a far wider web of relation- 
ships to be spun freely by give and take, live 
and let live. If we will it so, that freedom can 
be used to build such an age as man has always 
dreamed of. Or we can choose instead to op- 
press or exploit the other fellow, a sport which 
is sometimes ridiculously easy when he is of 
different color or opinion, Of course, we will 
then pay the price. We have already paid bur- 
densome installments for using our opportunity 
80. 
Most of us, surely, are heartily ashamed to 
see the way our common affairs are going, and 
of our individual parts in the lapse. Shame is a 
beginning, but we have far to go, and contrition 
without reform is a useless performance, The 
brave new world will not rise very fast if, after 
the sun sets on the week appointed for “broth- 
erhood,” we relax into our usual doubts and sus- 
picions and hatreds. : 
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For a State Rent Law 

' Federal rent ceilings should be continued on 
pid housing, but we are warned they may not be. 
They may go out at once if the Senate confirms 
the House’s OPA appropriations cut. Hence it 
is well that leaders in the Legislature are in- 
terested in non-federal control, The brief OPA 
lapse last year showed that complete decontrol 
would bring a wave of evictions and tyrannous 
extortion. 

Legislators questioned by the Post-Dispatch 
are divided on means, Some consider it a big- 
city problem, The better of the case, however, 
is argued by Senator Matthes, who thinks that 
only the state can insure control everywhere it 
is needed. -State control is already the policy 
in New York and several other states. 

Both the experience of last year and Mayor 
Kaufmann’s present assurance indicate that St. 
Louis would act. But individual action in the 
suburbs would be long and cumbersome, with 
each under pressure to copy the weakest. Un- 
incorporated areas like Wellston also need pro- 
tection. On principle, too, small governments 
are generally less able than large ones to resist 
the ever-busy real estate speculators. 

Wouldn't joint jurisdiction be a good solu- 
tion? Then local governments coufll operate 
their own ordinances in harmony with a general 
state law, leaving the state without special re- 
sponsibility where its help was not needed. 

The Legislature may hesitate to proceed. But 
waiting to see would leave the state unprepared 
if federal rent controls were dropped suddenly, 
and local governments unprepared while waiting 
for the Legislature.

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State’s Bounty: 17 Cents 

Thirty-three thousand handicapped Missouri- 
ans can earn so little that they require relief 
officially estimated, on the average, at 61 cents 
per perso per day. They are getting only 36 
cents, Gov. Donnelly wants to give them 29 in 
the next fiscal year and the Legislature has a 
committee bill to give them 17, It is an old 
story. Time has not mellowed its ugliness. 

The 33,000 are working-age adults with phys- 
ical or mental infirmities. They cannot hold 
self-sustaining jobs but they do not qualify- as 
complete public charges in state institutions. 
Many of them would not take that shelter if it 
were open. So the state gives them a few cents 
and tries to forget them, _ 

Some legislators hold that communities should 
take the burden off the state. That would be 
fair but for two things. First, the federal and 
state governments have seized the best tax 
sources; the state is rich and local governments 
are hard up. Second, the Legislature does not 
shun other social security obligations. Probably 
it will cheerfully spend the $20,000,000 proposed 


‘for old-age pensions and the $3,000,000 for de- 


pendent children—making, with federal grants, 
$46,000,000, or 23 times the $2,000,000 House 
bill for direct relief. 

By comparative figures, Missouri is among 
the most prodigal states to old people and the 
most penurious to unemployables. The average 
pension this month is $34.52; average relief, 


’ $10.98. Pensioners and their heirs and friends 


are a powerful bloc. People on relief are too 
few, scattered, friendless and miserable to count 
in politics. They are perfect targets for the 
“economy” demagogue; they cannot exact re- 
prisals. 

The policy is cynical—it is equally improvi- 
dent. Unbearable hardship can only put some 
of the sufferers in jails and hospitals and 
asylums, where they cost taxpayers not a few 
cents a day but a few dollars. The state gov- 
ernment is penny-shrewd apd dollar-silly. 
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Ironic Filibuster 

Legislative filibusters pervert the democratic 
process even when, on rare occasion, they are 
used to fight worse perversions of democracy. 
Such a rare occasion arose in the Georgia 
Senate, where a group of members gabbed at 
great length about bird dogs and dead mules 
to stall “Hummon” Talmadge’s lily-white Demo- 
cfatic primary bill. 

Apart from the stakes involved, the occasion 
was amusing and ironic, turning the tables 
against the demagogues who, on much more fre- 
quent occasions, use the filibuster to evil ends. 
It is a gentle reminder that, until the profes- 
sionals give it up, there is always some risk the 
amateurs will borrow their trick for worthy pur- 
poses the professionals never intended.

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The Cost Is Too High 


If further argument were needed for legisla- 
tion to protect the public from utility strikes, it 
would be found in the story published in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday telling the loss, both 
to the workers and the public, of the 27-day 
power strike in Pittsburgh Jast fall. 

The 3668 workers of the Duquesne Light Co. 
refused pleas for arbitration from the company, 
the Mayor of Pittsburgh and, presumably, from 
several of the more level-headed union leaders 
in the city. After tying up Pittsburgh business 
and industry, and home life as well, for four 
weeks, the workers finally were persuaded to 
accept arbitration. 

There is no presumption that arbitration got 
the workers any more after they struck than it 
would have got them before. The award raised 
their wages $975,000 a year, but meanwhile they 
had lost more than a million dollars of wages 
during the strike, 

The strikers’ loss, however, was a minor mat- 
ter compared to the loss of business and indus- 
try in the Pittsburgh area. This is estimated 
conservatively at $300,000,000, most of it prob- 
ably consisting of wages lost by workers in 
closed-down business houses and industrial 
plants. And this does not take into account that 
the loss of production in Pittsburgh, whose steel 
output is strategic in the nation’s industry, was 
reflected in lowered production figures over the 
rest of the country, 

But taking the conservative’ view, the public 
at large lost 300 times what the utility workers 
“gained” by the strike.

Senators Vandenberg and Millikin have 
undertaken a praiseworthy effort to save 
the Republican party from itself on the Iis- 
sue of foreign trade. 


Following what seems to be an irresisti- 
ble law of nature, Republicans of the tradi- 
tional stamp, like Senator Butler of Nebras- 
ka, have been straining at the leash to de- 
etroy the reciprocal trade agreements pro- 
gram and break up the April conference at 
Geneva, which is to adopt a charter for an 
International Trade Organization. 


What was good enough for their fathers 
is good enough for them, and so these in- 
nocent fogeys are out to turn back the 
clock on tariffs. They want to jack up 
tariffs, just as their intellectual forebears 
did in 1921 and 1930, for the purpose of 
“protecting” domestic prices and employ- 
ment from foreign competition. 


Buy Little, Sell Little 


The nostrum did not work before, and 
will not work now. Instead of supporting 
the domestic economy, high tariffs simply 
dried up the supply of dollars with which 
foreigners might have bought our goods. 
Yet we never lack horse-doctors who ate 
ready to prescribe the old favorite remédy, 
and they tend to concentrate in the Repub- 
lican party. 


Tt is a refreshing note of progress that 
some of that party’s leaders are now deli- 
cately trying to pound a little realism into 
their colleagues’ heads. Senator Vanden- 
berg has proposed, and apparently Under 
Secretary of State Will Clayton has assent- 
ed, that future trade agreements contain 
an escape clause permitting tariffs to be 
reimposed if injury to a particular indus- 
try is shown to have resulted from a re- 
duction. No reliable evidence that any in- 
dustry has been seriously hurt by past 


agreements is on the record, but if such a 
clause will comfort the protectionists with- 
out impairing the trade program, it should 
be worth trying. 


Why we cannot afford to shut ourselves 
behind a tariff wall is apparent to anybody 
who will look at the economy as a whole 
and apply some simple arithmetic.

What will happen 
when $6,700,000,000 of our money is removed 
from the trade equation is clear. Take away 
that much foreign purchasing power, and 
you remove a $6,700,000,000 slice of the mar- 
ket for American goods, and curtail Amer- 
ican jobs accordingly. 


The conservatives who support high tar- 
iffs are fond of denouncing what they call 
“giving American resources away.” But we 
shall really give something away If, having 
granted loans to put our allies on their 
feet, we deny these allies the chance to pay 
us back by selling what they produce. May 
Senators Vandenberg and Millikin prosper 
in their missionary work among the eco- 
nomic primitives,

The Riddle of Einstein

eile’ AY tnoeh Ween Moon ee by Philip Frank, 

Frank's blography - Outstanding among 
scores of books on Einstein—serves three 
purposes. It gives an objective picture of 
Einstein's personality, explains the theory 
of relativity, and analyzes that theory's in- 
fluence on the world. 

Einstein is an individualist. He has fre 
quently expressed the opinion that “a sci- 
entist should earn his living from a cob 
bler’s job... .On his own ideas he should 
work for pleasure only.” ' 

Despite his dislike of publicity, Einstein 
became a public figure shortly after World 
War I. 

“He did not feel within himself the call- 
ing to become a political, social, or religious 
reformer, The advantage he possessed was 
that he could command public attention, 
and he was a man who was not afraid, if 
necessary, to stake his great reputation.” 


But in his pacifism he has never wav- 
ered. He despises brute force and believes 
that scientists have a special part to play 
“in advancing the cause of international 


understanding.” 
. . . 


Strange as it seems, his theory became 
an object of political interpretation. In 
their early days, the Nazis tried to employ 
the theory as a weapon in the fight against 
“materialistic” democracy. Later, they chose 
to attack it as an expression of Jewish 
mentality. The Soviets, on the other band, 
note the “idealistic atmosphere surround- 
ing the theory of relativity” which they 
believe was the reason for the “delight” 
with which the theory was received by the 
“bourgeois intellectuals.” 


Even religious speculation has been 
brought into play. Asked by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury what effect relativity would 
have on religion, Einstein replied: “None.” 


And here is how Einstein explained jok- 
ingly his theory to American reporters: “It 
was formerly believed that if all material 
things disappeared out of the universe, time 
and space would be left. According to the 
relativity theory, however, time and space 
disappear together with the things.”

day, it is an instructive course in the whys and wherefores of democ- 
racy at this late stage in America’s history. 


Opinions on the Senate Labor 
Committee obviously range from 
A to Izzard; that is to say, from 
tite point of view of those who 
would chop the unions into little 
pieces to the point of view of at 
least one committee member who 
probably would prefer no legisla- 
tion at al) at this point. 


Senator Ives’s Position. 


By good fortune, a new member 
of the Senate is also a member 
of this committee. Senator Irving 
M. Ives has spent much of his 
time as a legislator emd educator 
in New York state studying the 
problems of organized r and 
organized industry. He initiated 
the New York State School of 
Industrial and Labor Relations, 
which is a hopeful portent in a 
time of clashing emotions, 

That is why Ives'’s approach in 
these Senate hearings deserves re- 
spectful consideration. By his 
questions, he has been trying to 
find out what area of agreement 
exists among those who are imme- 
diately and vitally interested in 
this debate. Behind his approach 
is a recognition of the fact that 
the public expects some action 
from Congress. That was one 
thing the voters were voting for 
last Nov. 5. 

Ives wants a minimum of gov- 
ernmental restraint. He knows 
very well that peace in industry 
depends, in the last analysis, on 
good relations between worker 
and employer, rather than on 
law. But he knows that a mini- 
mum of legislation — such as an 
amendment of the Wagner Act 
giving employers certain rights — 
is essential. : 


How Late the Honr. 


In this is the inherent weakness 
of the labor leaders ag*they come 
before the committee. They cannot 


agree to a minimu program. 
And their emotio arguments 
against “regimentation” and gov- 


ernmental interference sound| 


strangely like the arguments that 
big business has used on occasion 
in the past. 

Hearing these arguments, you 
realize how very late the hour is 
for organized labor. The leaders 
of labor have ignored the storm 
warnings of recent years. 

Philip Murray of the CIO was 
asked what he thought about ju- 
risdictional strikes and about legis- 
lation to prevent them. His 


would recall William Green of the 
AFL, then he and Green would sit 
down together and work out an 
agreement to ban jurisdictional 
strikes. That would do it, in 
Murray’s opinion. 

Six years ago, three years ago, 
even two years ago, such a move 
might have been enough. An 
agreement between the fiercely 
competing wings of organized la- 
bor might have prevented some of 
the worst abuses, the nuisances, 
the injustices and the irritations— 
although whether it would have 
prevented the jurisdictional fights 
between wniong within the AFL 
and the unions within the CIO is 
a question. 

Now, in response to an invita- 
tion from the AFL, the leaders of 
the two rival organizations are 
about to sit down together to try 
to find common ground, They 
may succeed. Certainly they have 
the most urgent reasons for try- 
ing. 


Monopoly vs. Monopoly. 


In a statement which he never 
had a chance to read before the 
committee, Murray presented facts 
and figures on the monopoly con- 
centration of productive wealth in 
this country. It was a powerful 
presentation, showing how more 
and. more wealth has been con- 
centrated in fewer and fewer 
hands. 

What Murray did not talk about, 
naturally, was the pattern of ever- 
increasing monopoly control over 
trade unions. If Big Steel domi- 
nates the steel] industry, then on 
the other side of the industrial 
fence, John L. Lewis certainly 
dominates the workers in coal and 
he has shown that, through them, 
he can exercise a veto over the 
industry itself. 

Murray, if he had had the 
frankness to talk about monopoly 
on the union side, might have 
pointed out that the monopoly of 
labor followed belatedly the mo- 
nopolization in the control of in- 
dustry. While that is true, it does 
hot. really matter too much. 

We are faced today with a 
reality. The concentration of con- 
trol over production has gone a 
long way. If the CIO and the 
AFL come together, we shall have 
one big union. The signposts on 
that road point to statism. And

DETROIT, Feb. 21 (AP)—~ 
Charges of “piracy” levelled at the 
Cleveland Symphony by Detroit 
Symphony officials today were 
dismissed as “too ridiculous” by 
George Szell, director of the Cleve- 
land orchestra.

To Aid Aged, Says Social Worker 


New Problems Created by Laws |!

Old-age assistance laws have 
created many new problems in 
caring for the aged, instead of 
resolving their difficulties, Miss 
Margaret Wagner, executive di- 
rector of the Benjamin Ross In- 
stitute, Cleveland, said today, She 
spoke at an institute on Problems 
of the Aged at Brown Hall, Wash- 


ington University. 

“For many, Old Age Security 
acts have meant a life of inde- 
pendence, but a very lonely and 
barren existence,” Miss Wagner 
declared. “Some persons,: given 
money to purchase the necessities 
of life were able to make a very 
satisfactory adjustment, but if we 
were to evaluate the benefits on 
tHe basis of emotional  satisfac- 
tions and health, the number 
would be very small. 

“The community itself must de- 
velop opportunities for older 
people to live a normal existence. 
Our society and our economy 
force the competent old person 
into a purposeless life which can 


WOMEN'S SHOES— 


only result in deterioration of the 
personality and unhappiness.” 

Miss Wagner recommended es- 
tablishment of clubs and other 
organizations to provide recrea- 
tion for the aged. 

“The population cannot con- 
tinue to support the increasing 
numbers of older persons who 
may be forced to retire at 65 and 
who may become an increasing 
burden and hazard in the com- 
munity through the deterioration 
encouraged by enforced idleness.” 

An experienced case worker 
often can help an old person, Miss 
Wagner said, and “a good mental 
hygiene “ program -might have 
saved many of the mentally in- 
competent aged from the necessity 
of ending life in an institution for 
the insane.” 


“If the case worker calls to see 
an old person, she can guide and 
encourage him in such a way as 
to maintain a way of life that 
prevents a physical breakdown. 
There should always be an effort 
to help an older person live inde- 
pendently if that is his choice, 
rather than seeking as the, first 


objective his removal to a place

On the question of property the 
conference held: “Property rep- 
resents a trusteeship under God 
and it should be held subject to 
the needs of the community. Un- 
der Christian perspectives, no 
single current system of owner- 
ship universally meets this test, 
In the fields where the present 
forms of ownership are difficult 
to regulate for the common wel- 
fare, consideration should be 
given to further experimentation 
in the forms of private, co-opera- 
tive and public ownership.” 

On the subject of i profits: 
“Profits are characteristic ‘of a 
i'money economy and are defensible, 
subject to the proper methods of 
accumulating and _ distributing 
them. The profit motive is a 
further question, concerned more 
directly with the motives and as- 
pirations of men. Christians must 
be actuated more largely by a 
service motive than a profit mo- 
tive,” 

Another subject of much debate 
was that of economic organiza- 
tion. One group proposed that the 
conference should go on record 
to the effect that the community 
could not tolerate the excessive 
concentration of wealth. Various 
laymen from industrial groups op- 
posed this vigorously and finally 
won their position by the narrow 
margin of 80 to 79 votes, Many 
delegates did not vote on this or 
other issues. 

Attitude on Closed Shop. 

Efforts were then made to in- 
ject the closed shop bar, but 
thes. were defeated. The confer- 
ence’s final position on this sub- 
ject stated in part: 

“Economic groups should have 
the right to organize, provided 
only that their purposes and ac- 
tivities do not contravene the 
welfare of the entire community. 
All groups are called on to exer- 
cise self-discipline and to subject 
themselves to the general good. 
The larger community cannot tol- 
erate monopoly over information, 
processes, capital, labor or nat- 
ural resources.” 

The foregoing were the most 
controversial topics as the confer- 
ence evolved its interpretation of 
the church’s responsibility in the 
economic sphere. Other listed 
church responsibilities included: 
The church setting an example in 
its own employment, investment 
and other economic practices; pro- 
motion of equal and unsegregated 
opportunity for all, regardless of 
race, creed or color; promotion of 
“widespread and informed demo- 
cratic participation in decisions 
which affect our economic des- 
tify” to speak out against “clear

Pierre Choutéaéu borrowed two 
volumes of “Don Quixote” in April 
1826 from the St. Louis Library 
in the City Hall on the riverfront 
and in August of the same year, 


Charles Cabanne borrowed “Tele- 
machus,” “Powers of Solitude” 
and “Thomas a Kempis.” 

These and other items about the 
reading habits of early citizens are 
disclosed in an 1826 ledger and 
the first three catalogues of the 
library, published in 1824, 1834 and

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REVISED MVABILL 
TOBE INTRODUCED 
SOON IN SENATE 


Murray Measure Rewrit- 
ten to Overcome Some 
Objections — Move for 
Co-Sponsors. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—A re- 
vised bill to create a Missouri Val- 
ley Authcrity probably will be in- 
troduced in the Senate next Fri- 
day by Senator Murray (Dem.), 
Montana. 

Murray said today he would try 
to get Republican and Democratic 
support for the measure before 
its introduction and might obtain 
agreements to put the names of 
several other senators on the bill 
as co-authors. 

Meanwhile, through conferences 
of Murray's staff and advisers, 
the bill has been moulded into 
virtually final shape. Principal 
deta. remaining is checking the 
language to becertain it is in 
legal form. 


The new bill, as related in the 


Post-Dispatch Jan. 17, takes into, 


account the objections made to 
the previous measure at the last 
session of Congress. The major 
principles of the autonomous re- 
gional authority are retained, of 
course, but changes have been 
made wherever possible to over- 
come the objections. 
One Important Change. 

Only one important alteration 
has been made in the last month. 
. As explained heretofore, the bill 
directs MVA to make contribu- 
tions to the states for properties 
it may acquire and remove from 
the tax rolls. In the earlier draft, 
the contributions were to be at 
least as much as the states lost 
in taxes or 5 per cent of MVA 
gross income from the sale of 


power, whichever was greater. 

As the bill now is written, the 
states would receive an amount 
equal to that actually lost in tax 
revenues. The bill sets up a 
method of payment that can fluc- 
tuate with re-evaluation of prop- 
erty. Several of the minor changes 
made recently are intended to de- 
fine more explicitly the range of 
authority which would be exer- 
cised by the MVA Corporation. 
One of these strengthens the pro- 
vision for acquiring property, 
especially with respect to vested 
rights acquired under state laws 
or various interpretations of those 
laws over a long period of time. 

Another change would require 
the corporation to maintain its 
power accounting system in con- 
formity with the Federal Power 
Commission's uniform system, 
Closing the door to possible critl- 
cism of accounting methods by 
private power interests, 

Employment Authority. 

Still another would permit MVA 
to hire, by majority recorded vote 
of the board of directors, experts 
who would not be ‘limited to the 
pay scale set up for the MVA em- 
ployes. This scale follows that of 
civil service, but it was thought 
likely the board might desire from 
time to time to obtain the opinion 
of some expert who might charge, 
for example, $200 a day. Civil 
Eexviee limits such pay to $25 a

ing public office in Missouri was 
introduced in the House of Rep- 
resentatives today by Representa- 
tive Robert W. Brown (Rep.), 
Jackson county, 

It would add a declaration to 
the Bill of Rights in’ the 1945 
Charter that the people have a 
right to bar from elective or ap- 
pointive office any one who has 
individually or by membership in 
a group advocated overthrow of 
the state or Federal Government. 


Anyone who has “expressed alle- 
giance to any government or sov- 
ereign except that of the United 
States” would be placed in the 
same category.

EVEN WITHOUT the benefit of his expressed 
sentiments, his conception of what should go in- 
to a design for the riverfront could be inferred, 
approximately from his architectural history and 
his genera] philosophy of architecture. For he is 
a confessed functionalist. As such he believes 
that the form of a building, whether it’s a hot 
dog stand, a skyscraper or a residence for a re- 
tired manufacturer of bobby pins, should be de- 
termined by its function. 

Function, however, is a large word in Howe's 
lexicon, and covers many meanings. There are 
many ways of accommodating a design to a par- 
ticular kind of usage and a modern architect 
can’t look into the back of the book for an 
answer any more than his eighteenth century 
predecessor could. He must look into the nature 
of modern man for his clues. 
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“MAN 18S THE MODULE,” he says. “The 
standard of measurement. Look at his clothes. 
They have become suited to the kind of life he 
lives. When he wore satin breeches and a velvet 
cloak he needed great halis, grand staircases and 
hand-woven tapestries to give him an appro- 
priate background. It was all in the picture. 
Now he wears a brown derby, maybe, and a man 
with a brown derby can’t live in an imitation 
Gothic cathedral. He can’t live in a hut, either, 
or he shouldn't. I had a client who wanted me 
to build him an Italian peasant house. ‘Why a 
peasant’s house?’ I asked him. ‘You don’t grow 
onions or keep jackasses.’ 

“No, the place you live in should be a place 
that has something to do with the kind of man 
you are and what you're doing. Also the place 
you study in. I feel sorry for these college kids 
who are condemned to spend such an important 
period of their lives in all of that fake monastic 
gioom. It's too depressing.” :

HOWE’S MODERNISM, however, hasn't turned 
him into the sort of crusader who would like to 
set a torch to all evidences of the past. True 
enough, he sees a lot of rubbish in American 
cities, dead stuff whose utility has expired and 
whose beauty never existed, and the only proper 
destiny for rubbish is the junk heap. Moreover, 
the process by which so many American cities 
are decentralizing is so planiess as to make him 
fear the worst. Even so, architecture has to be 
accommodated to democratic procedures. You 
can't make pretty drawings on a piece of paper 
whose execution would necessitate tearing up 
half a city in one stroke. 

It can’t work that way. Architecture, he be- 
lieves, is the resultant of a social process and 
not a cause. So the reconditioning of a city 
necessarily has to be done a part here and a part 
there and the change, if any, has to begin at 
the beginning with “man, the module.” 

His own contributions to the modern trend 
have been considerable. One of the most striking 
examples of his style is the 33-story Saving Fund 
Bociety Building in Philadelphia which he de- 
signed in association with William Lescaze. It 
makes effective use of stripped glass and polished 
granite and it has a succession of horizontal lines 
that break up the surface without compromising 
its clean upward thrust. 
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HE HOPES that the talented “young fellows” 
who understand modern life will get into the 
game with increasing frequency and effective- 
ness. That is his hope, but he’s not overly opti- 
mistic about the prospect. 

“I hear people talking about how much mod- 
ern building is going on,” he said, “but when I 
look around everything seems much the same.” 

The spate of Greek temples, Romanesque 
domes, French chauteaux, Italian villas, Rhenish 
castles and various bastard derivatives thereof, 
might have induced a profound pessimism if he 
hadn't been cast, already, in that philosophical 
frame of mind. 

“With one foot in Queen Victoria's grave,” he 
says, “and the other in my own I view the pro- 
cession of events with quiet acceptance.”

THESE MELANCHOLY WORDS, including 
the allusion to his age—a youngish 60—were ut- 
tered largely in the spirit of literary exaggera- 
tion. Nevertheless, he really does fear that the 
“procession” is going nowhere and that mankind 
with its genius for accenting the negative, featur- 
ing the unessential and surrounding itself with 
confusion, is in for no good. But he is cheerful 
about it. Certainly his pessimistic sentiments 
have not deterred him from a long and active 
career. He was educated at Groton and Harvard, 
studied his profession at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris and the constructive activities of 
his life fill up a largish space in “Who's Who.” 
Nor is his interest in the future likely to be cir- 
cumscribed, whatever his intellectual convictions 
about the trend of the times. 

He suspects that Oswald Spengler may be right 
and that the Western World is heading into its 
‘age of the Caesars!’ Even so, he continues to 
do business at the old stand—and to like it.

Stretching Things a Bit 


ARNER BROTHERS had a red-hot idea for a melo- 
W ccaina A man convicted of his own murder! But having 

it, they handled it as clumsily as Pepper Martin used to 
handle those hot grounders down third-base way. As a result, 
“NORA PRENTISS,” currently at the AM- 
BASSADOR THEATER, falls off at the cli- 
max, just where it should have been bailt up 
to the exploding point. 

The first half is a well-told, if routine 
story, of how a prosperous 43-year-old San 
Francisco physician, Kent Smith, with a 
hymorless wife, two teen-age children, and a 
well-ordered domestic routine, falls for a 
night-club singer, Ann Sheridan, who has a sense of humor 
afd some other attributes which might keep steady married 
men out paying professional calls until 3 in the morning. 
Then the writer begins to stretch his imagination and test the 
gulFbility of the audience. 


Unable to steel himself to ask his wife for a divorce, the 
physician fakes his own murder, burning the body of a patient 
who died @f a heart attack. Then he joins his light o’ love in 
New York. His tormen®? at living in hiding there leads him 
Into jealousy of her. Jealousy leads him into an automobile 
wreck and a badly scarreti face. The police take his finger- 
prints, find they match those on an alcohol can at 'the scene 
of the body-burning in San Francisco, He is sent back to 
San Francisco for trial for his own murder. He stands mute, 
Even his wife doesn't recognize him. He won't let his girl 
tell the truth—figures his life is ruined, anyway. It ends with 
him under death sentence and his girl walking out into the 
fog-drenched night. 


Miss Sheridan and Smith do competent work, but the 
screen play by N. Richard Nash just doesn't make the thing 
plausible. The panic-stricken burning of the patient's body is 
just too foreign to the physician's character, as shown, It's 
hard to believe his own wife wouldn't have recognized him, 
even with his scarred face. Shape of head, hair, body build 
and posture weren’t changed. It isn’t a sound defense that 
stranger things than this have happened in real life; the 
dramatist still must make a far-fetched plot believable if 
it is to hold interest. 

Second feature is “GENIUS AT WORK,” featuring Wally 
Brown and Alan Carney, a sort of minor league Abbott and 
Costello, as dumb radio detectives in a mystery farce.

OP quality cherry ple can be 

made out of canned or frozen 

cherries at this time of the 
year. In either kind of cherries, 
the difficult element to cope with 
is the juice. Unless all of it is 
present when the pie is served, the 
ple has a robbed flavor, and if all 
of it remains with the fruit in the 
pie filling, there is too much mois- 
ture for the pastry to bake per- 
fectly. The best plan that has 
been found so far ig to drain off 
all the juice, add enough corn- 
starch to thicken all of it slightly, 
then use about half of it in the 
filling and reserve the other half, 
either to be folded into whipped 
cream to be served_over the pie, 
or to be poured (warmed up) into 
the vents of the pie as soon as it 
is removed from the oven. 

Strips of pastry woven into lat- 
tice is one of the favorite ways 
of elaborating crust for cherry pie 
and it is beautiful and will be just 
as satisfactory as all over pastry 
when correctly controlled. In 
canned cherries that are cooked, 
there needs to be no special care 
given, but with uncooked frozen 


cherries that are a bit tough, it is 


necessary to hold enough steam in 
the filling .o cook the fruit to the 
desired tenderness. This is easily 
done by inverting a metal pie pan 
of the same size the pie is baked 
in over the pie for the first 15 to 
18 minutes of baking. Then it can 
be removed carefully and the bak- 
ing continued to brown and crisp 
the top pastry.

Answer: Many Durhamites have 
already told him, I imagine. The 
first syllable of Durham, of 
course, rhymes with “cur, fur.” 

St. Louis: A magazine article 
speaks of “ferrous metals.” What 
does “ferrous” mean?—H., T. 

Answer: It’s an adjective mean- 
ing “of or pertaining to iron,” 
pronounced: FAIR-uss, It's from 
the Latin ferrum, “iron.” 

Pittsburgh: Can you support my

have petitioned the Interstate

I've called the employment 
agencies and in the past have had a couple of good maids, 
but they both left to get married. The others don’t like to be 
bothered with children around the house all day, Finally, I 
imported a girl from northern Minnesota. She didn’t know 
anything about cooking or modern conveniences, but she was 
intelligent so I taught her how to be a good housekeeper. Six 
months later she informed me she was leaving to accept a 
job on the other side of the city with a couple who had no 
children. Dr. Crane, when so many of us women would gladly 
pay a good wage for a competent girl, why can't we find one?”

VERA’S COMPLAINT is a common ery of housewives in 
the city. There are thousands of jobs waiting for capable hired 
giris, but it is difficult to find them. Why? 

Well, 20 many girls seem to fee] that the word “maid” 
hasn't the social esteem that “typist” or “clerk” or “secretary” 
or “sales girl” possesses. So they will often accept one of those 
jobs at less money than the task of being a hired girl. In 
Chicago, a competent hired girl can now get from $15 to $30 
a week plus her room and board, which equal an extra $15 per 
week. She has her own private room, Thursday afternoon and 
evening off, and every Sunday. 

Her work isn’t physically so very difficult. Some newly 
rich and social climbers may try to affect an accent and 
“highhat” their maid, but most housewives will treat them like 
one of the family. But one objection which a maid feels, is 
the deflating effect of having a neatly cleaned living room 
quickly torn topsy turvy by young children, It is a psycholog- 
ical fact that when we do a good job, we like to review it 
many times, and sort of preen ourselves on its neatness or 
orderliness. The household with children, however, cannot be 
kept very long in spic and span order. So the girl feels some- 
what discouraged. She views her task as endless. Her in- 
centive is consequently reduced, and she is likely to grow dis- 
couraged. Housewives should, therefore, eompliment their 
maids every day to keep up their morale. 


A GOOD MAID or hired girl should try to assume respon- 
sibility, Don’t always keep running to your employer for help. 
Most housewives will be delighted to have you take the initia- 
tive. And it is valuable training for you to become a director 
or leader, instead of a follower. 

Map out your next day’s work on a slip of paper the night 
before and later check off the completed items. You will ac- 
complish more by thus keeping an “agenda.” I do so and can 
testify to the value of this method. And learn to speak fairly 
good English. This holds for men as well as women, In rear- 
ing young children, especially, you should start them out with 
correct English.

Of Opening 
Bridge Lead

[) pert of « is the most difficult 
part of contract bridge. And 
opening leads are the most dif- 
ficult part of the defense. 

For this reason I propose to say 
little about them. The standard 
opening leads are too elementary 
for discussion here, and the high- 
er strategy too advanced. Too ad- 
vanced for me, anyway. 

We, in England, never realized 
how much we had to learn about 
opening leads until Dr. Stern’s 
Austrian team, who had beaten 
the Culbertsons to win the Inter- 
national Championship of Europe 
paid a vist to trounce a 
scratch English team in a friendly 
match. What impressed us was 
not their bidding—we still think 
ours rather better—nor_ their 
dummy play—which was excel- 
lent, though no better than some 
of ours—but their defense, And 
particularly their opening leads. 
“Devastating” was the word 
unanimously used by players and 
spectators sp describe them. 


HAVE YOU, in your eulogies 
of the bridge players you con- 
sider good, ever described their 
opening leads as “devastating?” 
It is probably the one aspect of 
their play that has not come up 
for discussion. 

I have only two suggestions to 
offer you on opening leads. Neith- 
er of them is devastating, but they 
will save you many points during 
the year. 

(1) (a) Whenever your oppon- 
ents have bid three suits and 
ended up in a fourth; (b) When- 
ever the declarer, supported in 
his suit, has bid No Trump and 
been put back into his suit again; 
(c) Whenever you haven't the 
faintest idea what to lead—lead a 
trump. 

The reason is obvious. In the 
first two cases, dummy has ruf- 
fing values and the sooner you at- 
tack trumps the better. 

In the third case, it is the lead 
that is least likely to do any harm. 

2. When you are doubtful 
whether to open your partner's 
suit or your own—lead your part- 


ner’s. 
* RT? ® 

IF YOU LEAD your partner’s 
suit and discover later that a lead 
of your suit would have set the 
contract—it is unlucky and that is 

alf there is to it. And if you feel 
like it, you can bawl out your 
partner for making weak over- 
calls. 

But if you lead your own suit 
and find partner’s suit would have 
set the contract, your partner is 
not likely to be pleased. 

Personally, I use this argument 
in all cases where the decision is 
close. I prefer the position where 
I can baw! out a partner, instead 
of one where I should be bawled 


out, 

Mathematically, the choice ad- 
vocated may not save many points 
on the hand in-question. Psycho- 
logically, it shows a handsome 
profit of subsequent hands. The 
gain comes from the improved 
temper of partner. 

Next, I am going to start to tell 
you about the points you lose bid- 
ding. As you may have inferred, 
I hold some very positive views 
about bidding. And while I don’t 
want to sway you from the system 
you happen to favor, this does not 
seem to me to be a reason for 
concealing my contempt for some 
of them, If you are finally con- 
converted from playing some par- 
ticular brand of scientific non- 
sense imbibed from experts who 
ought to know better, I’m de- 
lighted. If not—that’'s fine too. I 
only hope I cut — you some 
time.

“To Sound Out.” 


have several inquiries on 
Wine phrase “to sound out” 
meaning to examine or try to 
ascertain a person’s feelings and 
motives, his attitude on any or all 
aspects of a matter. 

The allusion is nautical, just an- 
other token in our speech of the 
life of the sea, where taking 
soundings means measuring the 
depth of the water in a river, har- 
bor, or any other body of water. 

The derivation of this word 
“sound” is from the Anglo Saxon 
sund, a narrow sea. There is a 
connection with the root “sunder,” 
a sound being the passage of 
water sundering or separating an 
island, “Sound dues” described in 
former times the sea-toll collected 
at Elsinore on all vessels passing 
the sound between Denmark and 
Sweden. 

The poet Dryden used the mod- 
ern metaphor in these lines: “I 
was in jest and by that offer 
meant to sound your breast.” 

A more prosaic literary usage, 
this time by Addison: “I'v sounded 
my Numidians, man by man.”

Fix It Yourself

ILE a great many pieces of 
Wiurntture can be repaired with 
glue, eventually you'll run into 
a situation where stronger Meas- 
ures are needed. So it’s best you 
get familiar with mending plates 
—the amateur cabinetmaker’s best 
friend. 

Mending plates are small tripe of 
metal with holes at each end for 
the wood screws, They are ideal 
for joiging almost any two pieces 
of small wood together. They 
come in a variety of sizes and 
shapes: straight. plates, corner 
plates, T-plates, corner braces and 
angle braces. There’s just about 
one made for any mending job 
you'll happen to run into. 


After you decide which type is 
best for your particular job, place 
the strip of metal where you want 
it fastened and mark the location 
of the holes, With a small drill 
sink holes part way into the wood 
but be careful not to goo too deep. 
Select the proper sjze screw and 
run it in carefully with a screw- 
driver. If you take it slowly you'll 
be able to get the screw in straight 
and not at some crazy angle. A 
crumb of soap on the end of the 
screw can make the going easier. 
You'll find that the holes in the 
mending plates are countersunk 
and if the screws are properly run 
down you'll have a nice even sur- 
face.

T IS the custom nowadays to 
announce from the housetops, 
that children are the responsibil- 
ity of their parents and those par- 
ents are responsible for the delin- 
quency troubling us all.

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GAMBLING on street corners, 


the betting places, the saloons, the 
language of the men at work in 
the streets, their manners, their 
attitudes toward the passersby, 
these are far more dramatic and 


impressive than the cautions and 
the daily routine laid down by 
parents, 

Life cannot be sterilized for 
childhood and youth and nobody 
with sense would have it so. What 
I am trying to make clear is that 
parents do not live alone in the 
community, that the rest of so- 
ciety has a big share in the rear- 
ing of all children and should take 
that responsibility seriously. 
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IF THERE were places where 
truth and beauty and fun were 
presented in dramatic fashion, if 
they were fine, clean, well-equipped 
and supervised would not any de- 
cent parent—and there are mighty 
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few of the other sort — send his 
children there and gladly? Chil- 
dren are society’s charge as well 
as the parents’, Children are 
public assets and as such *Yhould 
be protected, developed and cher- 
ished by society. 

Three rooms and five children 
—the street for a playground— 
dirt and desolation for a back- 
yard—and the parents to blame? 
This responsibility lies at the door 
of every citizen in the land. When 
the duty of caring for the children.

be precious little deliquency.

An Ear 


Infection

O=: MEDIA, or infection of 


the middle ear, is often dan- 

gerous not — because it may 
damage hearing, but also because 
of three serious hazards it may of- 
fer to life itself. 


In the first place, infection in 
the middle ear may quickly spread 
to the brain, causing a dangerous 
infection of its lining membrane, 
called meningitis, or it may extend 
to the brain itself causing a brain 
abscess. In other cases it may 
bring about the formation of a 
clot in one of thedarge veins with- 
in the skull, 


Otitis media may develop as the 
result of a cold. The middle part 
of the ear is connected with the 
throat by a passageway known as 
the eustachian tube and germs 
can be forced through this tube by 
violent sneezing or by forceful 
blowing of the nose, 
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THEN , TOO, middle-ear infeo- 
tion may develop during measles, 
influenza or scarlet fever. In fact, 
during some epidemics of scarlet 
fever, it occurred in one of every 
five cases. 

Fortunately, the wonder drug, 
penicillin, has robbed this disor- 
der of much of its power for harm, 
According to Dr. Leighton F. 
Johnson of Boston, penicillin is by 
far the most effective treatment 
for otitis media, because it cures 
the infection rapidly before it has 
time to invade the brain or other 
important tissues. 


The treatment suggested by Dr. 
Johnson is as follows: If, on exam- 
ination, it is found that the ear 
drum is bulging, it is cut open at 
once. A culture is then made from 
the discharge from the ear to de 
termine the type of germs pres- 
ent, and penicillin is administered 
by injection into a muscle, The in- 
jections of penicillin are then re- 
peated every three hours, day and 
night. The amount depends upon 
the age of the patient and the se- 
verity of the condition, The dis- 
charge from the ear will then 
clear up in about three days, 
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THE PENICILLIN injections 
should be continued for three to 
five days after the ear stops drain- 
ing and the condition is apparent- 
ly cured. If the treatment is not 
continued in this way, in many 
instances the infection seems to 
recur. 

Penicillin may be given by 
mouth, but larger dosage is re- 
quired when it is administered in 
this way. Injection of penicillin in 
oll may also be employed, and 
when this is done, only one or two 
injections a day are needed, 


According to Dr. Johnson, the 
use of this type of treatment for 
otitis media has prevented the de- 
velopment of mastoid infection in 
all cases which he has treated. 
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
